Jan. 18.— “ It is all the 
effect of the sun and the moon,” said 
Hugh Clements, the meteorologist. 
Prof. Clements is the man who on 
Jan. 9 predicted earthquakes to take 
place in America Jan. 12. 
“ The sun and the moon,” he c o n ­ 
tinued. “ cause all earthquakes and e v ­ 
er}' other natural disturbance. 
T h ey 
produce atmospheric tides. 
T h e only 
d florence is that the denser the m e­ 
dium is the faster the movement. 
“ Th e waves of air. which are the 
least dense of the three media, have 
the slowest tides. 
W ater is next and• 
the earth is the most rapid. 
When 
the earth tides reach water they are 
blocked and force accumulates until 
an explosion results and all the earth 
quakes. 
“ All meteorological conditions can 
be accurately foretold by observation 
of the sun and moon and the tidal 
pos tions. 
I predicted the recurrence 
of the Vesuvius eruptions, the recent 
seismological shocks in northern Eu­ 
rope. and missed the Kingston up­ 
heaval by only the matter o f a day or 
two.
